Both Judge
Jones and Governor Blease are following
the tactics adopted after the Bishopville
meeting. dddling each othe'rs record for
a while, then defending their own, To
slate that one is on the defensive more
than the other iwould harvdly be correct,
for they vary. It is a fact worthy of note,
however, thuat Governor Blease has not yet
made answer to some  of the charges
brovght by Judge Jones, except in the
general and sweeping reply that he voted
and acted as he pleased and had no apolo-
gies to make for it.

STRONG MOVE BY JUDGE JONES.

There is one _development of the week
that stands out prominently in the-race
for Governor, and thatis in the matter of
Governor  Blease's implied charge that
Judge Jones  favors  social  equality.

SENATOR EARLE'S SHIFT.

Possibly the biggest change in  the mat-
ter of attitude toward an opponent and the
lines followed in his campaign has come
about in the case of Senator J.R. Earles
candidate for Attorney General. At the
outset Mr. Earle preached his doctrine of
peace, loveand good will toward all men,
his aversion to bickerings, his positive re-
fusal to tear down any man, and such like,
But when he took oceasion one day to say
that he had always supported and upheld
Attorney General Lyon in this adminis-
tration, Mr. Lyon brought forth a long
record caleulated to show that this wuas
only not true, but that Mr. Earle as a
member of the Senate had endeavored to
block his efforts.  After waiting some days
Mr. Earle “came back.” And Saturday at

Georgetown he spent the greater part of

his time with attacks upon the Attorney
General and  explaining why he had op-
po=ed his efforts some years ago to uncov-
ar the rottenness of the State dispensary.

The outcome of the week in reference to
this part of the campaign is ‘that, in spite
of the fact that hé first claimed  he had al-

ways supported the Attorney General, Mr,

Earle now is telling the people why he did

not support him.
EARLE IN EVAN'S TRACK.

The really interesting leature of this

Mr. Evans
has long ago abandoned this form of at-
tack, so that it was extremely interesting
Suturday when Senator Earle showed what
line he expected to follow. All this has
been told and re-told in South Cavolina, so
there is little likelihood of there being
muech interest attached to it,
A RUMOR DENOUNCED.

Blease does not
greatly stress this class business, nor does
he become so rabid in his talk about ne-
groes and the danger of social equality; at
others it is the whole burdon of his speech.
